The s uit was filed by Stat e 
Rep; i Bryce Graham , a former 
floor lea der for the late Mrs, . 

Wallace ~l t asked tne r eaeral 
court for an Injunction for- 
bidding the use of Stale mon- 
ey, property or employes in 
Wallace’s campaign. 

Wallace’s stand-in running 
mate, former Georgia Gov. 

Marvin Griffin, and Alabama 
Gov. Albert Brewer also were 
named an the suit, which 
Graham said he filed as a 
“citizen and taxpayer.’’ 

Graham said that State em- 
ployes made campaign trips 
for Wallace and State Patrol- 
men acted as security agents 
for the former Governor. The 
suit said the plaintiff “has no 
way of knowing exactly how 
much public monies, person- 
nel and properties have been 
expended . .
